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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
December 21 , 2005 has been entered. Claims 21-34 remain withdrawn from 
consideration as directed towards a non-elected invention. Upon further review, the 
previous rejection is withdrawn and a new ground of rejection is presented below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C, 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Melby et al., US 6,952,680. 

Melby discloses assets, e.g. 10, 11, 31, of a communication network, e.g. 40, a 
system readable identification, e.g. Fig. 8, and creating an informational link, e.g. 
operational status, of the asset. 
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Melby does not disclose the terms on-line or off-line sub-object of the asset item. 
However, these terms do not appear to convey any particular meaning that 
differentiates itself from Melby. Nonetheless, sub-objects of an asset have been 
common knowledge in the database art. To have provided such for Melby would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. To have further provided an on-line and 
off-line informational link between the two would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art. It is noted that the operation status, e.g. installed or un-installed, of parts, 
supplies, etc. of an asset has been common knowledge in the maintenance repair art. 
To have provided such for Melby would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art.
